Registration    Procedure 

Each  student  in  the  College  is  assigned  to  a  faculty 
counselor,  or  major  advisor,  one  of  whose  functions  is  to 
help  the  student  select  courses  in  order  to  meet  require- 
ments and  to  achieve  the  educational  objectives  of  the 
student. 

Fees  are  payable  when  the  election  of  courses  has  been 
approved  by  the  Registrar's  Office  during  any  regularly 
scheduled  registration  period.  Fees  must  be  paid  in  full 
before  registration  is  complete. 

Students  may  register  within  four  days  after  the  be- 
ginning of  the  Summer  Session  by  paying  the  late  registra- 
tion fee. 

Courses  may  not  be  added  or  dropped  except  with  the 
permission  of  the  Registrar's  Office.  Permission  to  add 
will  not  be  granted  after  the  second  day  of  the  session.

HEALTH  SERVICE 

The  health  service  facilities  of  the  College  are  avail- 
able to  summer  session  students.  The  College  Infirmary  is 
open  throughout  the  session  with  a  full-time  nurse  on  duty, 
and  the  college  physician  is  on  call. 

RECREATIONAL  AND  SOCIAL  ACTIVITIES 

Programs  of  recreational  and  social  activities  are 
planned  and  administered  by  recreational  directors  in  co- 
operation with  faculty  advised  student  groups.  Summer 
School  students  may  participate  in  any  of  the  varied  activi- 
ties including  tennis,  swimming,  softball,  choir,  dramatics, 
tours  of  places  of  interest  and  many  more.
